The steers raised are from grade Holstein 
cows that are kept for the farm milk supply.. 
These cows are bred to the Aberdeen-Angus 
herd bull and when the calves are dropped they | 
are placed two on a cow and the cows from which the calves are 
taken are milked. There is one old Holstein cow that is suckling 
the fourth pair of calves in three years, the first pair being a steer 
and a heifer dropped 31 months ago, next two steers 20 months old, 
a steer and a heifer 11 and 10 months respectively and two calves 
a month old. ; y 

Mr. Morse is not the only Eastern farmer who is practicing 
this method of combining beef and milk production. In fact, as 
the labor shortage becomes more acute and as the eastern farmers 
learn more of western agricultural methods, there is an ever In- 
creasing demand for beef bulls to use on grade dairy herds, for 
this method either cuts the number of cows to be milked in half, 
or allows the farmer to keep twice as many cows with the same 
amount of labor, because the number of cows on many eastern farms 
is not determined by acreage but by the number of able-bodied 
milkers on the farm. . 

That Aberdeen-Angus bulls are superior to bulls of other beef 
breeds for crossing on these grade Holstein cows 1s beyond contra- 


diction as the offspring are shorter legged, smoother and more uni- 
form in color and con- 


formation with the add- 
ed advantage of have 
polled heads. 

There are thou- 
sands of dairy herds in 
New York and adioiz- 
ing States mace up cf 
evade and scrub cows in 
\ hich the calf is merely 
a necessary accompani- 
ment to a cow freshen- 
ing and in many cases 
is even regarded as a 
nuisance. The. calves 
from these herds are 
either sold for veal at 
= four to six weeks of age 
or knocked in the head 
at birth and after the 
skins are removed they 
are thrown on the manure pile. Of course a great many‘of these 
calves find their way to market before reaching the legal limit, so 
far as age is concerned, especially by the owner shipping the animal 
into another State where inspection is not so rigid or by selling to 
a small local butcher. 

If these cows were mated to pure-bred Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
the resultine offspring would lay on flesh more rapidly and sell at 
a considerably higher price per pound than the calves from a scrub 
bull, if used for veal. If they were to be raised for steers, two calves 
could be placed on one cow and only half as many cows need be 
milked as under the old method. There is a wide demand for feed- 
ing steers in certain sections of the East and these steers at 18 
months would find ready sale; as a matter of fact they could be sold 
directly from the farm. 

I am especially anxious to see more Angus bulls used on east- 
ern dairy herds for I am firmly convinced that as soon as the 
breeder becomes accustomed to the handling of beef animals and 
learns how much easier it is to handle them, how little housing is 
necessary, how small the amount of labor necessary, the small 
amount of purchased feed necessary and the profit to be derived, 
he will soon establish a herd of pure-bred cattle. And instead of 
being a dairy cow’s “husband,” the Aberdeen-Angus bull will come 
into his own and become the head of a herd of all black cows and the 
flirtatious liberties of the scrub bull will come to an end.—Dr. K.

Illinois Feeder of Aberdeen-Angus Steers 
Wins a Profit with Best Steers on the Mar- 
ket at a Difficult Time When the Bulk of 
Good Cattle are Losing for Their Feeders 
M. CARROLL

Mr. Augenbright is an all-year 
feeder. There are always cattle in 
his lot and for years it has been 
his practice to buy cattle for re- 
turn shipment when at the yards 
with finished stock. While the 
winter feeding is carried out in the 
feed. lot, all of his summer feeding 
is done on grass. Cattle for the 
° fall markets are fed and finished 
on grass, getting corn, silage and oil meal while on pasture. Feed 
is kept in the lot at the same time, as the cattle are allowed to go 
from the pasture into the lot while they are being finished. 

_.“The cattle are practically fed in the open, for that matter,” 
said the feeder. “They have a shed for protection during the se- 
vere weather but most of the time they are outside and even during 
the winter they go out into the corn field and pasture and pick up 
some roughage.” 

_ These cattle were purchased on the Chicago market and at the 
time averaged around 600 pounds. They were sold on the same 
market and averaged 1466 pounds, showing a net gain of 866 pounds 
from the time purchased until sold. Mr. Augenbright stated they 
were a growthy type of cattle. When turned out on pasture they 
gained weight while growing. From the rough feed they put on 
weight and by the time they were put into the feed lot they had 
their full growth and some weight that was put on at a low cost. 
Once started on full feed they made very good gains, as the figures ° 
show.—Joseph M. Carroll.

In the feed lot they 
were fed chopped corn, 
silage, oil meal and all 
the clover hay they 
wanted. He favors the chopped corn to the ear corn and figures 
it easier to handle. As the corn is picked in the field it is chopped 
and stored in cribs located in the feed lot. The chopper he stated 
will keep up with the hauling and if any surplus is left it is chopped 
later, when the work is less urgent. The cribs are located in the 
feed lot so it is unnecessary to haul it to the feed boxes. 

The silage bunks are wide and cattle feed on both sides. He 
has arranged a small car, however, that holds about two tons of 
silage and runs on a platform on top of the bunks. The sides and 
bottom of the carrier onen up and the silage is dropped into the 
bunks where needed. This saves double handling, it only being 
necessary to run it out of the silo and then move it to the feed lot. 

The hay racks are located under a barn that is set on a concrete 
foundation. This allows the passing of the hay directly into the 
racks without hauling and at the same time the hay is always dry. 
It also means a continuous supply for the cattle. 

_ The entire feed lot is covered with a concrete floor. This is a 
big saving in feeding cattle, according ot Mr. Augenbright. No 
feed is wasted when a concrete floor is used. The hogs that follow 
the cattle get all of the feed in the droppings. This is the means 
of figuring larger profits from the pork produced after the cattle. 

For many years this feeder used molasses feeds and other pre- 
pared meals. However, during late years he has discontinued their 
use and now gives only oil meal in the rations. Pea-size oil meal 
is used. After his years of experience he has found that this is 
the most satisfactory. He finds that the cattle relish it to a larger 
extent, and when mixed with the corn they eat more at each meal 
than they would otherwise. “The oil meal is rather expensive at 


the present time,” said Mr. Augenbright, “but I find it pays for 
itself in the results obtained when used.”

Such feeding must de- 
stroy fecundity.” 

Since the wisest of 
the breeders of these 
great animals hold such opinions, would it not be both sensible and 
practicable to show the females, at least, in good condition for 
breeding, instead of good condition for slaughter? Of course this 
breed is produced for beef. But a good cow is surely worth more 
than what a butcher would pay for her fat carcass. Her worth 
must be determined by what she can produce as a mother. If such 
worth is not indicated by her appearance when in breeding condition 
and not fat, then why not let it be indicated by her product? A 
class is made for the produce of a cow. Why not let her compete 
in such class for the supreme test of her worth? She could then 
be safe to go on doing what she is good for. Let her be judged for 
what she is worth for a breeder, and not for a butcher. No doubt 
they fill the eye of the spectators at the shows when they are carry- 
ing all the flesh that can be packed on them, but the danger is great 
that they will not afterwards fill the pocket of their owners. 

I have not been breeding the Aberdeen-Angus very long, but I 
expect to, and I would like to have the pleasure of comparing what 
I have with what others have. But my females are worth too much 
to show them if they must be fattened so as to prevent them from 
producing more of their quality —B. C. Taylor, Red Bank, N. J.

Dr. Seulke Staged Beef Meetings in New York. 


I spent all of last week at Cornell University 
assisting in their Farmers’ Week and feel that it was 
time profitably spent as I had planned a series of 
beef cattle meetings and these were the first ever 
presented at the University. We had Prof. Tomhave 
from the Pennsylvania Experiment Station with us 
and he gave an excellent talk on beef production in 
the East and a fine after-dinner talk at a Live Stock 
Breeders’ Banquet on Thursday night. Prof. Wing 
reviewed cattle feeding experiments being conducted 
at the College and I discussed the management of 
beef breeding herds in New York State. There was 
also a free-for-all or round-table discussicn on beef 
production that proved to be one of the most enlight- 
ening topics on the program as the high price of 
feeds, the scarcity of labor and the low price of 
abandoned farm land is causing the eastern farmer 
to think more seriously of beef production and I think 
we are getting after the thing at the opportune time. 

The only sales in my territory in which the as- 
sociation will co-operate with prize money up to date 
are the Michigan sale at Saginaw on March 26th in 
which there will be forty cows and fifteen bulls and 
the Ohio State Breeders’ Association sale at Colum- 
bus for the last week in April in which there will be 
forty cows and ten bulls entered. An association 
has recently been formed of the breeders in Clarke, 
Champaign and Miami counties in Ohio and they are 
considering a spring sale and will also ask for prize 
money. The exact date and number of animals has 
not been decided.—K. J. Seulke.

“Benton-Newton” Report Activity. 


John Brown, Monon, Indiana, recently ‘bought 
thirty head of grade females to raise baby beef for 
the Chicago Market. Mr. Brown is president of the 
Indiana Farm Bureau, and is widely known as a pro- 
gressive farmer and stockman. His brother, Bruce 
Brown, with his son, also of Monon, is establishing a 
herd of registered Aberdeen-Angus. 

Goodwine Bros., Franceville, Indiana, have also 
recently purchased a registered bull and cow with 
heifer calf at foot for a herd foundation, according to 
Secretary Wm. W. Fleming, Remington, Indiana, 
of the Benton-Newton District Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeder’s Association. 

Rolland Ade, Mr. Fleming and Mr. Bower, re- 
cently bought seven head of females at a farm sale 
near Monon, and these will be consigned to the Ben- 
ton-Newton sale at Kentland, Indiana, on Tuesday, 
March 16. They are scattered among the Blackbird, 
Pride, Pearl, Corskie, Wester Fowlis, Susan and 
White House Agnes females. One of these is a show 
cow, four years old, and weighing 1700 pounds, ac- 
cording to Secretary Fleming. Everything will be 
sold subject to sixty day re-test, and will go into the 
sale tested for tuberculosis. 

“We are putting in the best cattle we have,” 
writes Mr. Fieming; “in fact, we would rather keep 
these cattle than sell them, but in putting on an an- 
nual association sale, we feel that we should put up 
our best.” There will be thirty-eight females and 
twelve bulls in the sale.

sired development in this territory as soon as possible, I am going to ask you to 
do the following things which I think will go far, not only in making you more 
money, but assist in persuading new men to go into the business which in turn 
means demand for more animals and higher prices for the Angus cattle each of 
us produces: 

1. Talk Aberdeen-Angus wherever and whenever you get a chance. Let 
people know what they are doing for you and for others and what they have 
done at the International and other shows. 

2. Show at your local County fairs and at State and District fairs and if 
possible take a herd on the big circuit and to Chicago, but never show anything 
that will not do the breed good or advertise you as a breeder of good stock. 

3. Sell nothing but good animals and have them in fit 
condition to sell. Be sure that every customer is a satisfied 
customer, for unsatisfied customers not only hurt your repu- 
tation but the reputation of the breed as well. 

4. Castrate all unworthy males and send the undesirable 
females to the butcher along with them. A _ good steer will 
bring more money than a poor bull these days. 

5. Don’t ask me to sell animals that you are ashamed to 
se!l yourself. I am working for the good of the breed as well 
as your good and I can’t conscientiously sell another breeder an 
animal for breeding purposes that should go to the butcher. 

6. Attend all meetings of Angus breeders in your state 
and visit as‘many fairs, large and small, as possible, cultivating 
the acquaintance of the officers of the State and American 
Associations anc the breeders in general. 

7. Assist small breeders in every way possible. A few 
kind words or a little interest shown in the work of a beginner 
often makes a lasting impression and sells a number of anima!s 
in later years. 

8. Advertise in the breed Journal, in livestock papers 
and local papers in order to keep your name and herd before 
the public, not only to sell your animals but to let the rest of 
the Angus world know what we have to sell and to breed from. 

9. Foster the development of calf clubs and similar ac- 
tivities among the boys in your neighborhood and of course 
see that the calves they use are by good Aberdeen-Angus bulls. 

10. If you have not already an extra good herd bull, 
get one at once. Better sell half (the poorest of course) of your 
cows and put the money into a good herd bull, rather than use 
a poor bull on twice as many cows. 

11. Grow your young stuff out well. There is a tendency 
in many parts of the East to neglect the young stuff until it-is 
ready to sell and then hurry it up. This will not do. Keep them 
growing from the start. 

i2. Send in the name of every prospect to my office so 
that we can send him all the available literature and information 


on the breed and get him to start right with Angus instead of 
some other breed. This means business for you, so do it. 

13. Let me he!p you whenever you want to buy anything. 
I will visit practically every herd in my territory in the next 
year and perhaps in less time than that and I can tell you just 
where to go for what you want. I will attend most of the sales 
in my territory and the more important ones in other sections 
of the country and will buy for you wherever you say or use my 
own judyment over a number of sales if you prefer. 

14. When you have anything that will do some one else 
some gocd in the breeding herd and want to sell it, let me know, 
for IT have a great many inquiries and can put you in touch with 
a large numter of buyers. 

15. If you are going to hold a sale, tell me about it be- 
forehand ana see that I get some catalogs. If you like, I will 
come to your sale and help you in the ring, bringing all the bids 
I can and knowing the buyers, I think I can be of material 
assistance to you. I will be glad to manage Association and 
other sa’es if you like and in short, give all the assistance at 
sa’es that I can. But remember I can’t give you this assistance 
if you don’t ask for it. I am no mind reader. Also remember 
that my salary is paid by the Association and my services cost 
you nothing but my expenses. 

16. Support your State Agricultural Colleges. Help them 
get good breeding animals for their herds and good steers to 
show. If you think they are not doing as much for the Angus 
as they should, tell them so and keep reminding them of it. I 
know many of them are not and so do you; let’s see that they

The top bull price of 2800 guin- 
eas is only equal to the 1919 top when two made that mark and a 
guinea isn’t what it was a year ago either, but the bull average 
price on a much larger lot was considerably higher than a year 
ago. Of course prices of pure-breds ought to be higher than in 
1919, as every other commodity in the world has gone up during the 
past year, wages probably never to come down. The hog men had 
the right tip, then, when they said the good ones would sell higher 
than ever this year. There’s no place for the scrub, least of all 
a scrub pure-bred.

BUREAU OF MARKETS DOING REAL SERVICE 
IN HOLDING SCHOOLS FOR MARKETING 


There have been held recently by the Bureau of Markets, 
United States Department of Agriculture, a school of livestock 
marketing at the leading markets. At Chicago, Omaha and some 
other markets, shippers of livestock were taken out into the stock 
yards and given practical instruction on the various classes of 
cattle, sheep and hogs by experts from the commission houses and 
the packing plants. This is getting down to bed rock livestock 
education. We understand some of the agricultural colleges are 
also starting some such work and one or two of the County Agents 
have brought their farmers to market for similar work. It’s on 
the right trail and it could be profitably done at every market 
with every man who raises a head of livestock.

Not all the good cattle are in the hands of the breeders who are 
big enough and well enough established to hold their own sales; not 
by many a good bull and many a great female.

and pedigree, superior to those offered in the big sales by individ. 
ual breeders at the same price. For the man starting in the busi- 
ness who wants to make each dollar go the farthest, or make a 
certain number of dollars buy the most cattle of merit, he should 
first attend these small association sales and then the sales of the 
large herds later. The sales at which shows are held offey him 
an opportunity of seeing the cattle offered judged for beef stang. 
ards and rated as beef cattle regardless of pedigree. He may buy 
on the judgment of this placing, whether he knows pedigrees or not, 
In the case of the shows and sales coming in the next few weeks, 
there never has been such opportunities for beginners. The cattle 
will be sold in ten states where buyers may easily reach them with 
little loss of time, as well as reducing freight payments and time 
in getting them home. The breeders will thus be somewhere with. 
in a few hours drive in most cases for the buyer, in case they wish 
to see each other later in connection with the sale and both buyer 
and seller have the added incentive of trading at home.”

IMPORTATIONS BRINGING IN STRONG 
STREAM OF NEW BLOOD: STUDY THEM 


Down at the quarantine station near Boston, at the present 
time, is the largest importation of Aberdeen-Angus that has come 
to the United States for several years; perhaps the largest impor- 
tation that ever came in at one time. We may be wrong there, but 
the immediate effect of this bunch is certain to be felt quickly and 
over a wide area in our pure-bred business. Some 120 head will 
be sold at Chicago next month and they are certain to go to many 
of the leading herds. Then there are the bull importations to head 
the Minnesota and Michigan herds of the Campbells and Mr. Dwight 
Cutler. All three were picked with the idea of bringing these two 
northern states to the front rank among the Aberdeen-Angus com- 
monwealths, as well as putting the breed right in states where 
rival kinds, both beef and dairy, have now the upper hand. This 
trio of sires have an opportunity of making history, for they are 
going into herds and into the hands of men where big opportunities 
are offered to make breed history. 

In the Chicago sale, there will also be several bulls offered, 
besides more than a hundred females that will go into big and little 


herds as foundation stock. There will be a wide selection of Old ' 


Country herds and many sires and families represented in the pedi- 
grees. This is certain to be a history-making importation, for 
when previous importations have sold, there were but a handful of 
breeders in America and they had not the opportunities of today. 
Possibly this is the beginning of a string of importations that will 
throw a heavy stream of Old Country blood into the main current of 
the American breed, giving it new strength and a more definite 
standard of pedigree valuation. Anyway, it is worth close study 
by every breeder who wants to keep abreast of the times.

Some of these things 
you can study out yourself from books or observation; some ‘you 
cannot get quickly and surely.

HATS OFF—DOLLY COPLAND IS DEAD; 
SHE LEFT 19 CALVES AND WAS 20 

“Pat” Donohoe reports that Dolly Copland 42389, died after 
breaking her hip when she slipped on the ice recently. Whether she 
reached the aged of 20 years, or lacked a few days we do not know at 
present, but her passing deserves an editorial note here. This old 
cow has helped to make a lot of Aberdeen-Angus history, as her 
famous sons and daughters have gone into the show herds of Battles, 
Davis, McHenry, Hall and the Donohoes and they have shot both 
quality and longevity through a great many pedigrees that have been 
making sale-ring history in the last few years. In Glenfoil Thickset 

2d, four times an International champion bull, she gave the Doddie 


breed a son that went into the most noted herd on this side and 
stamped Dolly Copland’s name into the fanciest of the fancy Black- 
cap and Trojan Erica pedigrees that went through the sale rings. 
And those who may have the impression that a “Miss Copland” is 
a “plain bred kind” might do well to get a copy of the last private 
herd catalog of the Kinermony herd in Scotland. In that exclusive 
list of cattle you will find a “Miss Copland” right alongside the 
exclusive “Juanas,” “Elbas,” “Prides of Guisachan,”’ “Prides of 
Mulben,” “Miss Burgess,” “Ballindalloch Blackbirds,” “Georginas” 
and “Lady Idas.” 

It was wonderful for Old Grannie, the Prima cow, to live to be 
nearly 36, but she had every care that could be given her to set a 
mark, while Dolly has had a plain farm upbringing with only the 
ordinary outdoors and an occasional straw stack for shelter. The 
Editor saw her with her nineteenth calf at side out in the open last 
May, on “Little Mickey” Donohoe’s Farm, next to “Pat’s” farm. 
Not only has she lived to a “ripe old age” but she has produced 
great calves. That nineteenth calf is in “Ed” Hall’s feedlot now, 
being fitted for the 1920 International. Glenfoil Rose was junior 
champion at the St. Louis World’s Fair and first at the Internation- 
al the following year. That was her first calf. In the “bad times,” 
many of her bull calves were steered and not recorded but the 
records of the Association show ten calves recorded and the Don- 
ohoes state that she never missed a year.
